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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8 (in part), drawn to compounds of formula I wherein A is a direct 
bond and B is a straight-chain or branched chain alkylene, alkenylene or alkinylene 
group with 4, 5 or 6 carbon atom; pharmaceutical preparations and use thereof. 

Group II, clajm(s) 1-8 (in part), drawn to compounds of formula I wherein A is a 
phenylene group and B is a methylene, ethylene, propylene or trimethylene group; 
pharmaceutical preparations and use thereof. 

Group III, claim(s) 1-4, 7 and 8 (in part), drawn to compounds of formula I wherein A is a 
phenylenoxy group bound by a carbon atom to the carbon atom in the 1 1 -position on 
the steroid and B is an ethylene group; pharmaceutical preparations and use thereof. 



2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCT Rule 13.1 and 13.2 since the 
compounds defined in the claims lack a significant structural element qualifying as the 
special technical feature that defines a contribution over the prior art. The compounds 
of the claims contain a steroid ring system having an aromatic A-ring which does not 
define a contribution over the prior art. The substituents on the steroid ring system vary 
extensively and when taken as a whole result in vastly different compounds. According, 
unity of invention is lacking and restriction of the invention in accordance with the rules 
of unity of invention is proper. 
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3. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species from under 
the elected Group for search purposes.
